Details  of  the  work  of  the  department  during  the  year  arc 
discussed  in  the  main  body  of  the  report. 


Infectious  Disease,  with  the  perennial  exception  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  has  remained  at  a  low  level.  An  outbreak  of  Typhoid 
Fever  occurred  at  the  newly  illegally  established  squatters'  camp 

ft  Apex,  it  is  hoped  to  initiate  clinical  services  for  this  camp 
at  an  early  date.  ^

VITAL  STATISTICS 

(i )  .S  -Q  P  U  .  E  A  T  I  0  N  (Pages  12  and  13) 

The  quinquennial  Census  was  taken  in  May  1951,  a  nd  the 
figures  now  given  are  based  on  the  returns  supplied  by  the 
Director  of  Census  and  Statistics,  Pretoria. 

The  highest  population  previously  recorded  was  in  1943/44 
when  the  population  of  Benoni  stood  at  91,000  for  all  races. 
Certain  of  the  gold  mines  then  began  closing  down,  so  that  by  the 
end  of  June,  1946,  the  population  had  dropped  to  73,193.  Then  be¬ 
gan  the  revival  of  3enoni  as  an  industrial  centre  with  an  upward 
population  trend  for  all  sections,  except  for  natives  employed  on 
the  mines,  where  there  was  a  downward  trend,  as  is  shown  in  the 
following  table:-

Natives  employed  on  the  mines  are  housed  and  hospitalised 
by  the  mine  authorities.  The  non-mining  natives,  however  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  local  authority  insofar  as  housing, 
prevention  of  disease,  etc,  etc.  are  concerned.  The  ever  in¬ 
creasing  disproportion  as  between  mining  natives  and  non-mining 
natives  with  the  ascending  spiral  in  respect  of  the  latter  adds 
to  the  burden  of  the  local  authority.  Thus  whilst  the  badly 
housed  natives  in  the  location  proper  should  shortly  be  solved 
as  the  result  of  the  erection  of  suitable  housing  schemes  by  the 
local  authority,  a  very  large  number  (some  20,000)  are  now  housed 
under  appalling  conditions  at  an  illegally  erected  » squatters' 
camp’1 .  in  reference^  to  safeguarding  Public' Health,  not  only  of 
the  squatters  themselves,  but  in  the  interest  of  contiguous  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  population,  a  new  township  to  house  these  unfortu¬ 
nates,  who,  very  largely,  have  been  absorbed  in  industry,  will 
have  to  be  embarked  upon  immediately  land  is  available.

The  other  salient  feature  to  bo  noted  is  that,  despite  the 
closure  of  several  mines  in  the  area,  the  population  of  Benoni 
now  exceeds  the  population  at  the  heyday  of  mining  opera  cions, 
Further  industries,  and  expansion  of  existing  industry,  will  not 
only  lead  to  further  increase  in  population,  but  will  lead  to  a 
more  stable  community  arising,  which  whilst  necessarily  indirect¬ 
ly  dependent  upon  mining  industry  in  general,  will  nevertheless 
become  quite  independent  of  local  mining  operations. 

(id)  3  I  R  T  H  S  (Pages  13  and  14) 

The  European  Birth  Rate  (26.09),  though  lower  than  that  for 
the  previous  year  (29.77)  continues  most  satisfactory. 


The  Coloured,  and  Asiatic  Birth  Rates  as  usual  remain  high, 
whilst  the  Native  Birch  Rate  continues  fallacious  owing  to  the 
incomplete  registration  of  Native  births. 

The  illegitimacy  Rates  for  Natives  and  Coloureds  remain 
very  high  -  28,76  and  22.14  respectively. 


(Hi)  DEATHS  (pages  15  to  25) 

The  European  Death  Rate  shews  a  most  gratifying  decrease 
to  7.02  from  6.41  for  the  previous  year. 

Satisfactory  decreases  are  to  be  noted  in  Che  Coloured  Death 
Rate  from  19.33  to  16.39,  in  the  Asiatic  Death  Rate  from  16.66 
to  10. 10  and  in  the  Non-Mining  Native  Death  Rate  from  22.41  co 
20.22.  Contrary  to  the  general  trend  the  Mining  Native  Death  Rate 
shews  a  minor  increase  from  5.60  for  the  previous  year  to  6,11  for 
the  current  year. 


(iv)  INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

(Pages  26  and  27) 

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (27,66)  is  the  lowest 
on  record,  the  previous  lowest  being  29.17  for  the  year  1946, 

The  Coloured  and  Asiatic  Rates  remain  high,  whilst  the  figure 
for  Natives  concinues  to  be  unreliable  owing  to  the  incomplete 
registration  of  native  birchs. 


2.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (Pages  eg  -  35) 
(i)  GENERAL 

The  number  of  accepted  notifications  was  670 
as  compared  with  646  for  the  previous  year  and  1,003  for  the  year 
preceding. 


(ii)  SCARLET  FEVER  (Page  32) 

This  disease  (37  cases)  was  limited  to  Europeans. 
As  usual  it  manifested  itself  in  a  very  mild  form.  No  complica¬ 
tions  were  observed,  in  any  of  the  reported  cases  nor  did  any  fata¬ 
lities  occur.  None  of  the  patients  required  hospitalisation. 

(iii )  WHOOPING  COUCH  (Page  31) 

117  Cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during 
the  year.  Two,  deaths,  both  natives,  were  recorded  as  being  due 
to  this  disease,  This  figure  must  however  be  accepted  with 
reservation,  as  many  deaths,  particularly  in  infants,  and  certi¬ 
fied  as  due  to  "Broncho  Pneumonia’1 ,  were  indubitably  due  to  a 
primary  whooping  cough,  and  secondarily  due  to  Broncho  Pneumonia, 

The  practice  hitherto  obtaining  (discontinued  in 
1950  as  the  result  of  the  publicity  given  in  the  press  at  the 
time),  of  giving  the  combined  injection  of  Diphtheria  cum 
Whooping  Cough  Vaccine- was  continued.  No  untoward  results  as  the 
result  of  using  the  combined,  injection  method  were  recorded. 


(iv)  MEASLES/,. . 


(iv)  MEASLES 


(Page  31) 

As  usual  measles  headed  the  list  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  during  the  year  with  209  notifications  out  of  a  combined 
total  of  670  notifications  received.  The  disease  pursued  a  mild 
course  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  and  no  deaths  from  this 
disease  were  recorded. 

(v)  DIPHTHERIA  (Page  32) 

It  is  a  sad  reflection  on  the  community  that  a  preventable 
disease  such  as  diphtheria  should  still  make  its  appearance  amongst 
a  civilised  community.  Seemingly  the  only  method  to  insist  upon 
100%  of  the  child  population  being  immunised  against  this  disease 
would-be  for  legislation  to  be  enacted  to  render  immunisation 
compulsory  for  despite  all  propaganda  many  parents  still  wilfully 
neglect  to  provide  their  children  with  this  easily  obtained 
protection. 

During  the  year  31  cases,  of  whom  11  were  Europeans,  were 
notified  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Nine  (9)  deaths,  in¬ 
cluding  one  (1)  European,  occurred  during  the  year  from  Diphtheria. 

The  Department  is  continuously  rendering  propaganda  regard¬ 
ing  protection  of  children  against  Diphtheria.  That  this  propa¬ 
ganda  does  meet  with  a  measure  of  success  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  622  Europeans  and  1139  Non-Europeans  received  the  full  course 
of  3  injections  as  against  456  Europeans  and  109  Non-Europeans  for 
the  previous  year. 

The  practice  in  vogue  locally  is  to  use1' Anatoxin”  by  the 
3-  injection  method.  Little  or  no  discomfort  is  caused  the  patient 
and  no  untoward  symptoms  have  been  observed. 

(vi)  PUERPERAL  SEPSIS 


During  the  year  2  European  and  1  Coloured  cases  were  noti¬ 
fied  as  suffering  from  this  disease. 

(vii )  C.S,  MENINGITIS  (Page  33) 

28  Cases,  with  a  Case  Mortality  Rate  of  10.7%,  were  noti¬ 
fied  during  the  year.  Of  the  cases  notified  the  majority  (16) 
occurred  amongst  Mining  Natives. 

(viii )  LEPROSY 

One  native  was  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease. 

(ix)  ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  one  sporadic  ca  se  occurred  in  a  European 

child. 

(x)  ENTERIC  FEVER  (Page  33) 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  annual  report  rendered 
in  1949  and  again  given  in  1950:- 

"The  absence  of  an  epidemic  (of  typhoid  fever), 
in  the  face  of  the  gross  insanitary  conditions  pre¬ 
vailing  in  the  location  is  a  matter  neither  for  con¬ 
gratulation  nor  consolation.  That  an  epidemic  is  in¬ 
evitable,  must  be  self  evident  as  long  as  the  present 
insanitary  conditions  in  the  location  continue  to  prevail."

In  view  of  the  above  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that, 
an  outbreak  occurred  during  the  period  March  -  June  involving 
89  Non-Europeans,  out  of  a  total  of  95  cases  recorded  during  the 
year.  That  the  number  of  cases  did  not  exceed  this  number  is 
indeed  fortunate.  Nevertheless  it  is  important  to  bear  in  mind 
that  a  focus  of  infection  has  been  set  up  which,  under  a  conti¬ 
nuance  of  the  grossly  insanitary  conditions  at  present  existing, 
can  undoubtedly  be  expected  to  flare  up  at  any  future  period. 

Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  recently  established 
illegal  camp  at  Apex.  A  contributory  factor  in  the  spread  of 
this  disease  is  undoubtedly  the  illegal,  unhygienic  and  insanitary 
.trafficking  in  foodstuffs  by  unhygienic  foodhandlers,  many  of  whom  * 
are  undoubtedly  Enteric  Fever  Carriers.  Though  the  Department 
at temps  to  do  what  it  can  under  very  adverse  conditions,  the 
present  position  will  only  be  ameliorated  to  any  appreciable  extent 
when  this  camp  in  particular  has  been  moved  to  a  more  salubrious 
helghbourhood . 

Of  these  89  Non-European  cases,  17  patients  died  giving  a 
Native  Case  Mortality  Rate  of  2o.l$. 

During  the  year  521  (of  whom  454  were  Non-Europeans)  were 
Vi  Tested  for  the  Enteric  Fever  Carrier  state.  Of  these  Non- 
Europeans  28  (or  6.1  <j0)  were  found  to  be  Vi  Positive,  and  pre¬ 
sumably  Enteric  Fever  Carriers,  and  were  excluded  from  the  food* 
handling  trades.  Of  the  Europeans  tested  5  (or  7.4 <f0)  were 
similarly  dealt  with. 

(xi)  SMALL  POX 

No  cases  of  Small-pox  occurred  during  the  year.  A 
total  of  606  persons  were  vaccinated  against  small-pox  at  the 
various  clinics. 

(xii )  TUBERCULOSIS  (Pages  as,  29  and  34) 

The  incidence  -  and  death  rate  -  of  this  disease 
remains  inordinately  high.  As  the  causetive  factors  remain 
static  the  remarks  made  in  the  previous  report  may  well  be  re¬ 
peated. 

The  continued  high  incidence  rate  must  be  ascribed 
partly  to  a  continuance  of  those  insanitary  grossly  overcrowded 
housing  conditions  under  which  the  Bantu  and  Asiatic  sections, 
in  particular,  are  compelled  to  reside  in,  and  partly  to  their 
inability  to  purchase  for  themselves  and  their  families  the 
necessary  protective  foods.  Undernourishment  of  the  Natives 
is  rife,  with  a  corresponding  lowering  of  vitality  and  resist¬ 
ance  to  disease.  Overcrowding  and  undernourishment  go  hand 
in  hand  to  make  this  section  of  the  community  ready  victims 
to  the  rampages  of  the  tuberculosis  germ.  A  further  potent 
factor  responsible  for  disseminating  the  disease,  is  the  fact 
that  so  few  beds  are  available  for  all  sections  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  wherein  to  isolate  those  cases  with  frank,  open  lesions. 

These  open  Tuberculotic  cases  must  therefore  of  necessity  be 
permitted  to  remain  at  home  coughing  and  spitting  for  all  and 
sundry  who  come  into  contact  with  them  to  contract  the  disease 
in  turn. 


The/. . . 
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The  erection  of  one  or  more  T.B.  Hospitals  for  the 
Reef,  to  which  the  press  gave  great  prominence  at  the  time 
would  appear  to  have  been  shelved  by  Government,  at  least  for 
the  time  being. 

It  seems  incomprehensible  that  so  much  public  interest 
can  be  directed^ to  means  and  ways  of  combating  other  diseases, 
particularly  Poliomyelitis,  whereas  so  little  sympathy  and  in¬ 
terest  is  shown  in  the  fight  against  the  ravages  of  Tuberculosis 
which  after  ail  is  largely  preventable. 

In  Benoni  alone,  during  the  year  only  one  (1)  sporadic 
case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  whilst  there  were  no  fewer  than 
143  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  all  forms,  with  no  fewer  than  96 
deaths, The  same  statistics  occur  in  ail  other  areas,  year  in 
and  year  out,  except  for  an  occasional  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis. 
The  causes  of  Tuberculosis  are  poverty,  malnutrition  and  bad 
housing  -  all  preventable  causes.  T.B.  thus  occurs  very  largely 
amongst  the  underprivileged.  The  cause  of  che  spread  of 
Poliomyelitis  is  largely  unknown,  and  hence,  unlike  T.B.,  it  is 
not  limited  to  the  underprivileged  classes,  but  may  strike  any¬ 
where.  Neither  rich  nor  poor  are  immune.  It  would  thus  appear 
that  interest  in,  and  the  fight  against,  Poliomyelitis,  as 
opposed  to  the  lethargic  interest  displayed  by  the  Public  in  the 
fight  by  officials  against  the  ravages  of  T.B.  is  largely 
based  on  "FEAR” ,  Fear,  because  in  the  homes  of  the  well  fed 
and^  well  housed  T.B.  seldom  rears  its  ugly  head,  whereas  Polio¬ 
myelitis  can  and  does  strike  without  warning  at  those  seif  same 
well  fed,  well  housed  homes,  with  equal  facility  as  it  can  in 
the  homes  of  the  ill  fed  and  ill  housed.  And  until  the  same 
interest  in  the  fight  against  T.B.  is  evinced,  so  long  will 
this  preventable  disease,  with  ail  its  crippling  effects,  not 
only  on  the  actual  sufferer,  but  also  on  home  life,  be  present 
in-  our  midst. 


3.  VENEREAL  DISEASES  (Pages  39  and  40) 

The  various  clinics  operated  for  the  Non-European 
Sections  of  the  community  continue  to  be  well  patronised. 


4  •  MATERNAL  AND  C  H  I  L  D  WELFARE 

(Pages  36  and  37) 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  District  Midwifery  Services 
and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continue  to  be  extremely  well  patro¬ 
nised,  evidence,  if  such  were  needed,  of  the  role  these  services 
fulfil  in  the  maintenance  of  the  welfare  and  health  of  future 
citizens . 


5 .  FOODSTUFFS  AND  FOOD _ SHOPS 

Continued  attention  was  paid  to  the  control  of  food- 
handling  in  shops,  cafbs,  restaurants,  dairies,  markets,  market 
gardens,  boarding  houses  and  hotels. 

There  was  no  relaxation  of  the  policy  of  subjecting  ail 
foodhandlers  to  Vi  Testing  for  the  Enteric  Fever  Carrier  State. 


During/. . . 
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During  the  year  521  foodhandlers  (of  whom  67  were 
Europeans)  were  blood  tested.  Of  these,  33  (5  Europeans)  found 
to  be  Vi  Positive  were  excluded  from  the  foodhandling  trade. 

For  list  of  foodstuffs  condemned  and  list  of  inspections 
see  pages  43  and  44. 


6.  ABATTOIRS  (Page  45) 

All  meat  intended  for  sale  in  Benoni  is  slaughtered  at 
the  Municipal  Abattoir,  or  if  slaughtered  at  other  (approved) 
abattoirs  is  re-inspected  locally  before  being  passed  fit  for 
human  consumption. 

Butcher  shops  continued  to  be  regularly  inspected. 
Owing  to  the  irregularity  and  fluctuations  in  the  numbers  of 
animals  sent  to  the  abattoirs  -  factors  over  which  the  local 
authority  has  no  control  -  the  Abattoirs  continue  to  shew  a 
large  annual  deficit  which  is  met  from  general  revenue. 


7 •  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (Pages  44  and  45) 

All  dairy  premises,  both  within  and  without  the  muni¬ 
cipal  area,  other  than  those  dairies  situated  and  controlled  by 
other  local  authorities  with  a  full  time  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
were  regularly  inspected  by  the  Department's  Dairy  Inspector  and ■ 
Veterinary  Officer.  Where  necessary  supplementary  inspections 
were  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Advice  was  tendered, 
and  suitable  action  taken,  where  necessary,  to  ensure  that  the 
citizens  of  Benoni  were  in  receipt  of  a  clean  and  safe  milk 
supply. 


Routine  Chemical,  Bacteriological,  and  Visible  Dirt  Tests 
were  undertaken  throughout  the  year. 


6 .  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  for  all  premises  within  the  townships  is 
drawn  from  the  Rand  Water  Board  -  an  impeccable  supply. 

The  semi-rural  areas  (e.g,  Oloverdene)  draw  their  own 
supplies  from  boreholes,  whilst  certain  of  the  mines  augment  the 
supply,  derived  from  the  Rand  Water  Board  Sources,  from  their  own 
sources.  This  latter  supply  is  however  limited  to  flushing  and 
cleaning  purposes. 


9  •  NIGHT  SOIL  AND  REFUSE 
R  E  M  O  V  A  L  S  E  iTV  ICES 

The  projected  sewerage  scheme  for  Northmead  and  Airfield 
continues  to  make  progress,  336  houses  in  this  area  having  been 
connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year.  Some  time  must  yet  elapse 
before  this  can  be  completed.  In. the  meantime  the  nauseating 
pail  system  for  these  areas  must  continue.  For  those  areas  where 
septic  tanks  cannot,  for  a  variety  of  reasons  be  installed,  and 
which  do  not  as  yet  fall  under  the  projected  sewerage  scheme,  the 
conservancy  tank  system  continues  to  fulfil  a  long  felt  want, 
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10.  VERMIN  CONTROL  (Page  49) 

Vigorous  anti  plague  measures,  which  includes  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  rodent  free  belt  around  the  town,  were  concinued 
throughout  the  year  without  relaxation. 

Special  continued  attention  was  given  the  Location  and 
Asiatic  Sections,  owing  to  the  abundant  prevelence  of  rodents  in 
these  areas.  Due  to  the  general  dilapidation  of  the  overcrowded 
wood  and  iron  structures,  complete  eradication  is  however  impossible. 
Nevertheless  the  rodent  population  was  kept  at  a  minimum. 

11.  OTHER  SERVICES 

(a)  MUNICIPAL  EIRE  BRIG-APE 

Medical  attention  continued  to  be  given  by  the  Department 
to  members  (and  families)  of  the  Fire  Brigade. 

(b)  NATIVE  EMPLOYEES 


Prior  to  being  accepted  into  Council's  service,  all  natives 
were  medically  examined  by  the  Department. 

In  addition  all  Council's  native  employees,  when  necessary, 
received  medical  attention  from  the  Department,  except  when 
hospitalisation  was  indicated. 

(c)  RACE  WELFARE  CLINIC  (Page  37) 

This  clinic  remains  the  only  one  of  its  kind  on  the  East 
Rand,  and  continues  to  serve  in  particular  the  needs  of  the 
poorer  sections  of  the  community  both  locally  and  of  neighbour¬ 
ing  towns. 

(d)  PASS  OFFICE  EXAMINATIONS  (Page  36) 

Routine  medical  examination  of  all  natives  registering  for 
work  locally,  continues  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

(e)  BOKSBURC-BENONI  HOSPITAL  OUTPATIENTS  (Page  36) 

I-n  the  absence  of  a  hospital  locally,  these  outpatient 
services,  operated  by  the  Boksburg-Benoni  Hospital  Board,  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  given  in  premises  supplied  by  Council.  These  services, 
necessary  as  they -are,  are  however  inadequate,  and  can  never  re¬ 
place  a  round-the-clock  services  which  can  only  be  dispensed  by  a 
hospital  itself. 

( f )  DENTAL  CLINIC 

It  is  regrettable  to  have  to' state  that  no  further  progress 
can,  at  this  juncture,  be  reported.  Negotiations  are  still  being 
concinued,  and  the  principle  of  the  es tablishment *of  dental  ser¬ 
vices  for  the  needy,  may  yet  be  fraught  with  success.

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REPORT  11  Bu 
UPON  THE  HOUSING-  OF  THE  PEOPLE 


( 1 )  EUROPEAN  HOUSING 

During  the  year  160  private  dwellings  were  erected  at  a 
cost  of  £403,091.  In  addition  3  blocks  of  flats  were  completed 
a  t  a  cost  of  £38,000. 

The  completion  of  che  abovemen cioned  buildings  has  further 
alleviated  the  housing  of  the  upper  and  middle  income  groups, 
progress  in  regard  to  which  was  noted  in  previous  reports.  The 
housing  of  these  groups  may  now  be  regarded  as  fairly  satisfactory. 
Housing  of  the  poorer  sections  of  the  community  is  however  most 
unsatisfactory,  and  it  would  appear  that  the  time  is  fast  approach¬ 
ing  when  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  towards  an  expansion 
of  the  present  sub-economic  housing  scheme  in» order  to  cater  for 
this  section  of  the  community. 

With  additions  and  alterations  to  existing  private  dwellings 
and  business  premises,  and  the  erection  of  new  business  premises, 
much  building  activity  was  evident  during  the  year  when  544  plans 
at  a  total  cost  of  £1,3 64,4*32,  were  passed. 

(2)  NATIVE  HOUSING 

The  erection  of  several  hundreds  of  houses  to  rehouse  the 
natives  living  in  the  Wattville  Emergency  Camp,  to  which  reference 
was  made  in  the  previous  report,  was  commenced  during  the  year 
under  review. 

By  30th  June,  1951,  520  houses  at  a  cost  of  £345  per  house 
had  been  completed,  A  further  large  number  of  houses  are  still 
to  be  erected  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  housing  scheme  is 
completed  all  natives,  at  present  still  living  in  Wattville 
Emergency  Camp,  in  the  Asiatic  Section  and  the  numerous  natives 
living  as  lodgers  in  the  location  proper  will  have  been  re-housed 
under  more  hygienic  conditions.  The  deplorable  insanitary  con¬ 
ditions  subsisting  for  very  many  years  in  these  areas,  will  thus 
be  replaced  by  suitable  housing,'  A  feature  of  this  housing 
project  is  that  attention  has  been  paid  co  the  roads.  Kerbing 
will  be  provided  for,  trees  will  be  planted,  and  open  spaces  for 
children's  playgrounds  have  all  been  catered  for,  modern  business 
premises  have  been  erected  -  all  in  contrast  to  the  previous  ten¬ 
dency  for  aggregations  of  houses  in  one  particular  area  labelled 
"Location",  without  thought  for  providing  amenities  for  the 
people  who.  are  called  upon  to  live  there. 

In  addition  to  the  520  houses  to  which  reference  has  al¬ 
ready  been  made,  a  further  six  houses,  at  a  total  cost  of 
£3,750  were  erected  by  private  individuals  for  their  own 
occupation .
